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President's  Report 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Education: 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  report  of  the  Montana  School  for  the  Education 
of  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  and  the  Training  of  the  Mentally  Defective,  for  the 
year  beginning  November  1st,  1918  and  extending  through  October  81,  1919, 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

ATTENDANCE 

Our  yearly  attendance  is  well  up  to  normal  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  some 
of  our  patrons  have  been  forced  to  leave  their  ranches  and  seek  other  homes 
owing  to  the  succession  of  dry  years,  the  attendance  being  83  deaf,  19  blind, 
and  123  mentally  defective.  This  makes  a  total  of  225.  Besides  this  we 
expect  at  least  two  more  deaf  pupils  very  soon.  We  can  still  accomodate  our 
deaf  and  blind,  but  probably  not  more  than  one  sixth  of  our  mentally  de- 
fective. In  fact  we  are  taking  care  of  just  about  one-fifth  of  those  we  act- 
ually have  on  file.  Our  new  building,  however,  will  take  care  of  forty  pupils 
which  will  help  us  a  little.  We  hope  the  building  will  be  ready  soon  after  the 
first  of  the  year. 

HEALTH 

The  health  of  our  pupils  has  been  exceptionally  good.  No  epidemic 
has  broken  out  save  a  very  mild  form  of  whooping  cough  which  attacked 
the  Department  for  Backward.  However,  it  was  during  the  late  spring  a 
good  time  for  such  a  disease  and  it  did  not  give  us  much  trouble.  Aside 
from  this,  we  had  only  colds,  coughs,  headaches  and  sore  fingers. 
We  are  hoping  for  a  continuance  of  our  good  fortune. 

FACULTY  CHANGES 

As  usual,  with  the  opening  of  school,  some  new  names  appear  on  the  roll 
oi  the  faculty.  In  the  Department  for  Mentally  Deficient,  Miss  Sommers 
resigned  to  take  up  new  work.     In  her  place  we  have  Miss  Helen  Reynolds. 

In  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  Miss  McCarty,  graduate  of  the  Oberlin 
Conservatory  takes  the  place  as  director  of  music,  of  Miss  Haugan,  resigned. 

In  the  Department  for  the  Deaf,  the  Misses  Logeman  and  Elliot  resigned 
and  their  places  have  been  filled  by  Miss  Miller,  who  taught  for  us  two  years 
ago  and  who  was  obliged  to  drop  out  for  a  year  owing  to  the  death  of  her 
father;  and  by  Miss  Bell,  formerly  of  the  Arkansas  and  New  Mexico  schools. 
Miss  Sturdevant,  who  was  trained  by  a  Yale  teacher  in  gymnasium  work, 
comes  to  us  to  assist  in  the  gymnasuim  work  and  to  teach  the  special  class. 
She  is  energetic  and  we  feel  will  make  good.  Miss  Hartley,  teacher  of 
sewing,  died  during  the  summer  and  her  place  is  filled  by  Miss  Wardrop. 

DISCIPLINE 

Our  moving  picture-shows  continue  to  be  our  main  means  of  discipline. 
Our  children  dread  being  denied  admission  to  our  weekly  shows.  The 
Universal  Film  Exchange  of  Butte,  have  very  kindly  furnished  us  com- 
plimentary films  and  the  express  is  all  they  cost  us. 

FIRE  DRILLS 

Fire  drills  are  practiced  when  the  weather  permits.  The  buildings  can 
be  cleared  from  either  dormitories  or  schoolrooms  in  about  two  minutes. 
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REPAIRS    AND    IMPROVEMENTS 

Another  year  of  high  prices  has  retarded  our  work  somewhat.  The 
new  building  for  a  lower  grade  mentally  defficient,  provided  for  by  the  last 
regular  session  of  the  legislature,  is  almost  completed.  It  will  provide  rotmi 
for  forty  additional  pupils,  and  not  only  that,  but  will  allow  us  a  chance  to 
take  out  of  our  present  school  building  some  of  those  whom  we  can  teach 
nothing.  It  will  be  a  fireproof,  two-story  building  of  a  rather  fine  appear- 
ance. If  we  had  another  just  like  it  opposite  it,  we  could  have  boys  in  one 
and  girls  in  the  other  and  so  have  quite  an  ideal  arrangement 

The  root-cellar,  which  was  finished  last  year,  proved  rather  cold,  so, 
?fe  we  needed  more  room  for  machinery,  we  built  over  it,  a  two-story  brick 
building.  On  the  first  floor  will  be  machinery,  while  above  we  hope  to  have 
a  domestic  science  department  and  a  Y/ard  for  a  few  cases  of 
contagion  that  would  need  to  be  kept  away  from  the  other  children.  With 
the  exception  of  the  laying  of  the  brick,  we  expect  to  do  the  work  with  the 
aid  of  our  boys  and  our  own  help.  It  is  40  feet  by  30  feet,  and  will  cost  us, 
aside  from  inside  furnishing  upstairs,  about  $1,000.00.  This  will  include 
the  root-cellar. 

The  machinery,  pressure  water  system,  refrigeration  plant,  and  fences 
at  the  ranch  have  all  been  put  in  shape. 

The  buildings  were  all  cleaned  and  many  rooms  painted. 

The  Power-house  overhauled  and  the  boilers  cleaned,  and  inspected. 
The  switch  board  was  moved  into  a  safer,  more  convenient  place  and  the 
power  company's  current  has  been  carried  into  the  power-house  where  it  can 
be  controlled  by  the  engineers  during  the  summer  months. 

In  addition,  a  great  many  small  jobs  were  looked  after  so  that  the  place  is 
in  good  repair. 

SCHOOL  WORK    (Department  for  the   Deaf) 

The  work  here  is  progressing  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  rotating 
system  gives  most  of  the  language  work  to  one  teacher  and  this  is  resulting 
in  better  work;  and  as  language  was  our  biggest  problem,  as  it  is  in  every 
school  for  the  deaf,  we  are  encouraged. 

The  three  oral  classes  are  doing  well.  We  are  continuing  the  rythem  work 
which  helps  the  voice  and  is  an  incentive  to  better  work.  If  we  had  a 
separate  building  for  our  primary  deaf  and  later  for  all  our  oral  deaf,  we  could 
do  still  better. 

Another  of  our  graduates  entered  Gallaudet  this  fall  and  from  reports 
is  making  good. 

SCHOOL  WORK   (Department  for  the  Blind) 

In  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  the  scarcity  of  the  new  type  Revised 
Braille  has  handicapped  us  somewhat,  but  the  publishers  are  producing 
faster  now  and  we  hope  to  be  nicely  equipped  before  long. 

SCHOOL  WORK    (Department  for  Mentally   Deficient) 

Here  the  work  has  progressed  very  favorably.  The  greatest  handicap 
has  been  the  number  of  really  low-grade  children  which  have  crept  into  this 
school  department.  However,  with  the  completion  of  our  new  building  we 
hope  to  reclassify  and  give  both  our  teachers  and  pupils  a  better  chance. 

THE    RANCH 

Ranching  has  been  an  uphill  game  this  year.  The  shortage  of  water 
was  such  that  the  river  was  dry  by  the  middle  of  July — something  that  has 
not  been  known  for  many  years.  We  managed  to  raise  a  crop  but  it  Is  not 
so  large  as  it  has  been  in  past  years.  We  put  up  about  30  tons  of  alfalfa  on 
another  ranch  which  will  help  us  out  very  much. 
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NEEDS 

The  industrial  unrest  has  struck  two  or  three  of  our  employees  and  we  may 
have  to  pay  some  of  our  people  more  wages  soon.  However,  those  whose  places 
are  hardest  to  fill  have  shown  no  disposition  to  complain,  so  we  are  not  worry- 
ing greatly.

potatoes;  cut  the  hay  on  the  Wild  ranch    and    got    about  28     tons;     hauled 

cinders  for  the  roads  and  also  built  a  bridge  over  the  ditch  and  graded  the 
road  to  the  bridge.     We  also  unloaded  28  cars  of  coal. 

We  need  more  land  very  badly.  .       Our    present    crops    are    not    large 

enough  for  our  needs,  and  if  we  could  raise  more  hay  and  grain  we  could  cut 
down  our  bills  considerably.

ENGINEER'S  REPORT 
To  H.  J.  Menzemer,  President: 

Since  my  last  report,  the  work  of  the  Power  department  consists  of  a 
general  overhauling  of  all  apparatus.  We  installed  a  new  Myers  boiler 
feed  pump,  a  Davis  reducing  valve  in  laundry  steam  line;  put  new  parts  in 
Stoker  engine  governor,  and  Skinner  engine  valve  gear. 

We  changed  the  hot-water  supply  tank  from  the  old  power  house  to  the 
basement  of  the  Main  building,  connected  the  returns  from  heating  system 
through  coils  of  hot-water  tank  which  keeps  the  temperature  constant  at 
IGOo  or  1650.  Layed  about  900  feet  No.  8  wire  circuit  in  one  inch  conduit  from 
Montana  power  line  to  power  house. 

Both  boilers  were  inspected  and  found  in  good  condition.  No.  2  boiler 
showed  slight  pitting  on  top  tubes. 

We  are  plastering  boiler  settings  with  plastic  compound  which  stops  all 
cracks  and  air  leaks  to  furnaces  and  combustion  chambers. 

We  painted  all  apparatus,  engine  room  walls  and  floors,  and  dozens  of 
other  small  job?  were  completed,  too  numerous  to  mention.

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REPORT   FROM    DEPARTMENT    FOR    BACKWARD   CHILDREN 

To  H.  J.  Menzemer,  President: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  twenty-fifth  annual  report  for 
the  Department  for  Backward  Children. 

The  general  health  of  the  department  is  at  the  present  time  quite  good. 
During  the  period  there  have  been  some  epidemics.  The  influenza  appeared 
in  November,  1918. 

Whooping  cough  also  visited  our  family  of  children  beginning  in  April 
and  ran  its  self-limited  course,  interfering  with  our  regulation  closing 
exercises,  which  we  had  to  suspend  on  this  account. 

Our  epileptics  and  low  grade  children  are  making  their  usual  demands 
upon  the  school  division.  However,  with  the  opening  of  the  new  building 
prospective,  we  hope  in  a  measure  to  relieve  this  condition  in  the  school 
department. 

The  dentist  and  the  Aurist  have  given  relief  to  such  of  our  children  as 
needed  their  special  surgical  assistance.  The  family  physician  has  given 
treatment  to  all  children  who  needed  materia  medica  attention. 

Our  school  classes  are  still  in  charge  of  five  regular  teachers  supplemented 
b\  instructions  at  our  daily  morning  assembly  along  the  lines  of  vocal  and 
instrumental  music,  moral  philosophy  and  lessons  in  folk  and  square  dancing 
by  the  director  and  teachers. 

Our  boys  have  been  well  trained  along  industrial  lines,  and  have  rendered 
efficient  service  in  out  side  'walk.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Boys' 
Supervisor,  they  put  in  a  concrete  walk  from  the  enterance  of  the  bailding 
to  our  front  gate,  also  a  conduit  for  steam  and  water  pipes.  Domestic  duties 
have  offerea  a  varied  field  of  employment  for  members  of  both  sexes. 

Our  regular  entertainments  and  amusements  occupy  a  large  place  in  the 
awkening  and  the  excitation  along  healthful  lines,  of  the  dulled  mental 
and  physical  senses  of  our  inmates. 

In  fine,  I  desire  to  thank  our  many  friends  who  have  contributed  so  ireeiy 
a,nd  abundantly  to  the  happiness  of  our  children.  I  am  deeply  obligated  to 
all  my  co-workers  for  their  loyalty  to  the  service,  and,  for  their  never  tiring 
efforts  in  working  for  the  welfare  of  all  concerned.

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Regulations  Concerning  Admission  and 
Retention  of  Deaf  and  Blind  Pupils,  etc. 


SCHOOL   FOR   DEAF  AND   BLSND 

1.  The  Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  is  open  to  all  the  deaf 
and  the  blind  children  of  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  6  and  21  who  are  too 
deaf  or  blind  to  be  educated  in  the  common  schools. 

2.  No  child  who  is  idiotic,  or  afficted  with  an  offensive  or  contagious 
disease,  or  who  is  an  invalid  so  confirmed  as  to  prevent  study  will  be  received. 

3.  The  institution  is  in  no  sense  an  asylum,  nor  a  place  of  refuge  for 
those  who  cannot  see  or  hear.  It  is  not  an  almshouse,  an  orphan's  home 
or  a  hospital.  It  is  conduced  strictly  as  an  educational  institution  and  is  a 
part  of  the  common  school  system  of  the  state  wherein  those  who  are  deaf  or 
blind  may  receive  an  education  as  a  matter  of  right  and  not  of  charity. 

4.  Application  for  the  admission  of  pupils  must  be  made  upon  regular 
blanks  of  the  institution  which  will  be  furnished  upon  request.  All  questions 
upon  these  blanks  must  be  ansv/ered  in  full. 

5.  No  child  will  be  admitted  unless  he  brings  a  certificate  from  a  regular 
physician,  stating  that  there  has  been  no  communicable  disease  in  the 
neighborhood  from  w^hich  the  child  comes,  and  that  he  has  not  been  exposed 
to  such  disease,  within  a  period  of  fourteen  (14)  days.  This  is  to  protect  us 
from  epidemics. 

6.  No  child  should  be  brought  to  school  as  a  pupil  until  the  proper 
application  has  been  filed  with,  and  acted  upon  by  the  President  and  due 
notice  sent  by  him  to  the  applicant.  In  the  case  of  indigent  pupils, 
dependent  upon  county  aid,  an  order  of  court  to  that  effect  as  provided  by  the 
law  (Section  1170)  must  be  filed  with  the  President  before  the  admission  of 
such  pupils. 

Section  1170  reads  as  follows: — "In  all  cases  where  a  person  to  be  sent 
to  said  school  is  too  poor  to  pay  for  necessary  clothing  and  transportation, 
the  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  district  where  such  person  resides  upon 
application  of  any  relative  or  friend,  or  any  officer  of  the  county  where  said 
person  resides,  shall,  if  he  deem  the  person  a  proper  subject,  make  an  order 
to  that  effect,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  the 
President  of  said  school,  who  should  then  provide  the  necessary  clothing  and 
transportation  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  and  upon  his  rendering  his  proper 
accounts  therefor  quarter  annually,  the  County  Commissioners  shall  allow  and 
pay  the  same  out  of  the  county  treasury." 

7.  The  institution  will  provide  for  each  pupil  reguarly  admitted,  board, 
lodging,  laundry,  medical  attendance,  instruction  and  school  supplies,  but 
cannot  pay  traveling  expenses  to  and  from  the  school  or  for  any  clothing. 
Each  pupil  upon  entering  school  should  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  suitable  clothing  to  last  until  the  close  of  the  school  term.  The  pupil's 
name  should  be  clearly  marked  upon  each  article  of  clothing,  as  otherwise, 
there  is  liability  of  loss. 

8.  Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases  and  may  hear  from  their 
children  in  proportion  to  the  amount  furnished.  The  session  lasts  about 
forty  weeks.  Parents  sending  us  fifty  (50  cents)  may  hear  from  their  chil- 
dren once  a  week,  ten  letters  and  twenty-five  postals.  Those  who  do  not 
furnish  postage  will  hear  once  a  month  when  the  monthy  report  of  the  pupils' 
standing  in  school  is  sent  home,  except  in  case  of  illness  when  a  report  is 
made  daily  untill  the  child  is  out  of  danger. 
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9.  A  contingent  fee  of  $10  should  be  deposited  in  every  case  to  purchase 
such  articles  as  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  likely  to  be  needed  during  the  session. 
A  strict  account  will  be  kept  of  all  expenditures  and  an  itemized  statement 
made  at  close  of  the  school  year.  Clothing  and  shoes  may  be  sent  from 
.  home  or  purchased  by  us  here;  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  without  the 
cash  beforehand  except  in  the  case  of  county  pupils. 

10.  The  annual  session  of  school  begins  the  second  Wednesday  in  Sept- 
ember and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June.  No  extended  holiday 
will  be  given  at  Christmas,  and  pupils  are  not  allowed  to  go  home  unless  there 
are  excellent  reasons  and  conditions  justifying  special  permission.  Prompt- 
ness of  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  is  of  the  greatest 
importance. 

11.  The  President  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  discharge  a  pupil  from 
the  institution  for  inability  to  receive  instruction  from  sickness  or  other 
cause  or  for  continued  misconduct  and  disobedience. 

12.  The  institution  is  non-sectarian,  but  thoroughly  moral,  and  religious 
instruction  will  be  given,  especially  on  the  Sabbath  the  nature  of  it  being  so 
general,  that  it  is  accepted  by  all  churches  and  creeds. 

13.  All  business  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils  or  their  concerns, 
or  in  regard  to  new  pupils  must  be  addressed  to  the  President  and  not  to 
subordinates,  otherwise  no  attention  will  be  paid  to  such  letters.  All  money 
should  be  sent  by  express,  money  order  or  registered  letter  directly  to  the 
President  who  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  same. 

14.  In  the  industrial  department  after  a  pupil  has  been  as  signed  a  trade 
to  learn  such  pupil  cannot  change  to  another  trade  unless  in  the  judgement  of 
the  President  the  change  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  pupil. 

MONTANA  TRAINING   SCHOOL   FOR   BACKWARD   CHILDREN 

This  school  opened  Nov.  10,  1895  in  the  town  of  Boulder.  It  is  under 
the  same  management  as  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  but  occupies 
a  separate  building  of  its  own. 

Its  object  is  to  furnish  SPECIAL  means  of  improvement  to  that  portion 
of  our  youth  who  are  so  deficient  in  mind,  or  have  such  marked  peculiarities 
and  eccentricities  of  intellect  as  to  deprive  them  of  the  benefits  of  other 
educational  institutions  and  ordinary  methods  of  instruction. 

The  education  proposed  will  not  only  include  the  simple  elements  of 
instruction  taught  in  common  schools,  where  that  is  possible  but  will  embrace 
a  course  of  training  in  the  more  practical  matters  of  every-day  life,  the 
cultivation  of  habits  of  cleanliness,  propriety,  self-reliance  and  the  develop- 
ment and  enlargement  of  a  capacity  for  useful  work.  To  promote  these 
objects,  pupils  will  receive  such  physical  education,  and  such  moral  and 
h> genie  treatment  as  their  peculiar  and  varied  conditions  demand. 

Mental  imbecility  depends  upon  some  abnormal  or  imperfectly  developed 
condition  of  the  physical  system,  a  condition  in  which  the  nervous  organization 
is  especially  defective — preventing  the  harmonious  and  natural  and  natural 
development  of  the  mental  powers. 

The  feele-minded  are  generally  feeble  in  body  as  well  as  mind.  They 
are  wanting  in  muscular  and  nervous  power,  the  gait  and  voluntary  move- 
ments are  generally  awkward  and  slow,  and  the  special  senses  undeveloped 
or  inactive.  Physical  training  and  physical  development  will,  therefore,  be 
essential  to  permanant  meatal  improvement,  and  hence  the  importance  of 
gymnastic  and  calisthenic  exercise  in  treatment.  The  reciprocal  infi  uence 
of  the  body  over  the  mind,  and  the  mind  over  the  body  must  be  carefully 
studied  and  applied  The  dormant  energies  of  the  body  must  be    roused    to 

action  by  every  possible  means         The  wayward  muscles  are  to  be  taught  to 
move  in  obedience  to  the  dim  spark  of  will  that  may  exist.         The  will  must  be 
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strengthened  and  developed.  The  very  feeble  power  of  attention  must  be 
cultivated  and  increased  by  the  most  active  means.  The  affections  must  be 
nursed,  the  special  senses  trained  and  educated,  vicious  habits  are  to  be 
corrected,  and  the  idea  of  obedience  and  moral  obligation  must  be  planted  and 
nourished. 

Some  children  who  are  merely  backward  and  remain  undeveloped  from 
being  misunderstood,  neglected  or  abused,  can,  by  special  means,  be  brought 
out  and  reclaimed.  Others  can  be  arrested  on  their  downward  course,  and 
made  orderly,  obedient,  affectionate,  docile  and  industrious:  and  nearly  all 
can  be  materially  improved  in  their  general  condition  and  habits.  But  in 
order  to  secure  the  realization  of  these  blessings  to  this  afflicted  class,  they 
must  have  the  special  care,  treatment  and  instruction  which  cannot  be 
obtained  in  the  family  at  home,  or  private  medical  practice  or  by  any  of  the 
ordinary  methods  of  instruction,  but  only  in  some  well-directed  institution, 
arranged,  furnished  and  organized  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  objects. 


REGULATIONS  CONCERNING   ADMISSION   TO   THE    MONTANA 

TRAINING   SCHOOL   FOR    FEEBLE-MINDED   PERSONS 

Montana  Training  School  for  Feeble-Minded  persons  is  open  to  all 
feeble-minded  minors  and  adults. 

Application  for  admission  may  be  made  to  any  District  Court  or  to  a  judge 
thereof,  by  either  parent  of  the  subject;  by  any  person  entitled  to  its  legal 
custody;  by  a  superintendent  of  a  County  Hospital;  by  any  officer  of  the 
State  Bureau  of  Child  and  Animal  Protection;  by  the  applicant  in  person;  or 
by  the  superintendent  of  any  of  the  state  institutions.  After  proper  hear- 
ing, the  judge  of  said  district  court  will  then  issue  an  order  of  committment 
in  accorandce  with  Chapter  102  of  the  Session  Laws  of  the  Sixteenth 
Legislative  Assembly. 

The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  person  so  committed,  board,  room, 
laundry,  medical  attendance,  instruction,  and  school  supplies. 

No  inmate  may  be  removed  from  the  institution,  permanently  or 
temporarily,  except  upon  a  written  order  from  the  Superintendent,  or  upon  an 
order  from  any  District  Court  of  the  State,  the  costs  of  such  court  action  to  be 
borne  by  the  party  bringing  the  action.
